New York, Aug. S.— Tb« Herald 
pQbliihM the following special corro- 
•pondence from Shanghai: Brief pur- 
ticulars have just rciuhcd here of a 
widpspriMtl and very thrcatciiiti^j re- 
bollioii in tlie nortliern part of this 
pioTiuce, adjuiuiug the borders of Shaii- 
Tong . The diitriot is generally known 
as Kiangpep, whioh la always noted for 
the tarhtilence and lawlessness of its in- 
haMtant!*. 

Pot Eoin(> time past tlin mombt rs of 
two StVTft societies, naiiicfi Kin-Luiitr- 
Tsao ((idlden Dragon Kebt ls) ar d Ta- 
Tao-Hwei (Brethren of the (iieit 
Sword), have been very uneasy, and 
about a fortnight ago tliey broko out 
iuto open revolt, sui priMMl the sb'tider. 
inadequate foncs uf the local Maii- 
darins, captured several villages, an;l 
then airecti'd all their enerKien tu ex- 
teruiiiuiting the few seattereil cunnuuiii- 
ties in the neigliborlioo<l. 

Three communities, surrounding tin- 
Jesuit niissiuiis at Sin-Tcheou, Tang- 
Shaw-Tsieu and Su-Teieu, wer« attack- 
ed with savage ruthlessiiess, the houses 
of thf> wretclied people burned down, 
their household furniture and farm iiii- 
plemeuts being promptly doHtroye<l or 
carried otT by the rebels, the miserable 
people beaten and treated with the usual 
Dmtality of a Chinese mob aurestruiued 
by fear of th* authorities, and two at 
least of tha tuMf CbziitianB wets 
foolly 

ltarame« la 0»M Bleed. 

The mission hoases were attacked and 

destroyed, and the two French priests 

in the district barely escaped with their 
lives. These two gentlemen — Rev. 
Fathers Thomas from Tongohan and 
LeBiboel from Su-Tsien — arrived here 
yt'ster(l:i3 to report fully the dangerous 
aud alarming state of affairs at the 
headcjuarters of the mission, as thrre 
was nothing left for them to do at the 
Fcene of their labors in Kiangpep, all 
their fiock having been scattered and 
driven away by the rebels. 

Before they left they had heard that 
a German father, one of Bishop Aiizer's 
mission, had been killed in Shan-Tung, 
and what they could learn on their 
journey down only went to contirm this 
grave news. Telegrams have since been 
received by Bishop tJarnier from the 
disturbrd region, via Shan-Tung. It is 
impossible, owing to tlie disturljed state 
of the northiTii part of Kiangse, to tel- 
egraph direct, showing that atl'airs have 
assumed more alamlag dtunaionB 
since the 

Two Vattaert I<eft. 
The KiO'Loag-Tsao and the Ta.Tao- 
Hweiare esceedinglj Incenaed against 
Bishop Ansers' mission by reason of his 
having lately complained to Pekln of 
their treatment of his conTerts, and it 
is believed they murdered the members 
ot ■ his mission ont of revenge. When 
the two priests left their premises, 
which are strongly built and defended 
with fom- watch toweis, one at each 
corner, to resist the approach of bandits 
who habitually roam over the country, 
they were in the hands of mandarins 
soldiers, who were well armed and aj)- 
pareiitly pn-pared to defend Um boild- 
ing against the ri'bel.s. 

But a telegram dated 22d ult., and 
sent by courier to Chinanfu in Shan- 
tung, whence It was dispatched to 
Shanghai, has just been received stating 
that the troops liad been oMigi'd to 
abandon the mission. From this it is 
inferred that the n bels were too strong 
for the local autlioiities and drove them 
away from the nnssion, as they had 
previously suct eeded in doing in many 
other place.s. Tlie autliorities were, in 
fact, taken everywhere by surprise by 
the suddenness of the outbreak, and as 
usual, were all in a state of anprej>ared-

Unless it rains soon there will be a v^^st 
amount of timber destroyad and other 
damage done.

Ik's Bodr Boraed ta Fall 
Vlow of the Workman. 

Shamokin, Pa., Aug. Two nien 
were killed and another fatally injured 
in a freight wreck on the Philadelphia 
and Reading railway, six miles of 
Shamokin yesterday. The wreckage 
took fire from the dismantled locomo- 
tive and the knowledge that on the sid- 
ing whejp the accident occurred was a 
irload of gunpowder prevented any 
attHHipt lit rescue until the explosion 
had occcurred. It was thus that the 
body of Engineer Michael Smock was 
burned within full view of the work- 
men.

WBCVAIMING MAR3M LAND. 
PmtfeeS Bovivaii tn stritiKhiea the Kaaka* 

kee KivtT. 

Laportk. Ind., Aug. r..— A gigantic 
enterprise is on foot, the aim of which 
is to reclaim a vast area of swamp land 

in northern Indiana. The project on 
foot involves thf Straightening of the 
Kankakee rivtT from a point in Indiana 
to the Illinois line, a distance of (!0 
miles iu a straight line, but following 
the tortuous windings of the river the 
distance is nearly 160 miles. To com* 
plete this work an immense drninage 
district, embracing St. .Josejih. Laporte 
Lake, Porter, Newton and j.isper eouj). 
ties, in Indiana, is being foriiii-il, thi 
preliminary organi/ation in several 
counties iiaving ahead v been com 
pleted. 

The Karikaken river ri«e^ in the 
marsh laniU .-outhoast of ."-^ourh Hemi, 
and until it rea< hes almost to Momence, 
(lows through 11 low, marshy valley 
from It» to 'M miles wide. The soil is 
sandy or alluvial, and the river banks 
are so low that iu the spring of the 
year the river often covers almost the 
entire valley. Nearing Momence the 
character of the country changes to a 
rolling prairie over a limesfona forma- 
tion. The latter runs under the river 
bed and forms the noted rock ledge 
which is supposed to dam the water 
back ou Indiana farmers and render 
some 400,000 acres of their land but lit- 
tle better than a lake six mouths iu the 
year. 

The proposed new channel will be a 
dredge ditch 50 feet wide and nine feet 
deep, rutming in a straight line, some' 
times following the present river bed for 
some distance, and at other points leav 
ing it. In some places a half mile cut 
will shorten the liver channel as much 
as six miles. The character of the soil 
renders the work comparatively easy. 
Rough estimate of the cost makes it 
about |1 an acre on the laud wholly or 
partly submerged in the high water. 
The laud to be improved is mostly in 
large holdings. 

The Kankakee land owners iu St. 
Joseph, Laiiorte and Starke counties 
have perfected an organization and will 
undertake to reclaim 50,000 acres along 
the river in thrwe counties. The work 
will then be taken up by the organiza- 
tion iu other counties until the Illinois 
line is reached. It is estimated that 
several hundred thousand acres will be 
reclaimed, and the Kankakee region 
made to blossom as the garden Spot of 
nurtheru Indiana.

STMPATHY STRIK£ NOT ORDERED

Cmvelaxd, Aug. S.— A ready-for«an> 
emergency feeling permeated the air in 
the vicinity of the Brown hoist works 

yesterday. Tlieie w is peace. l,ut it was 
an armed jieaee. and both sii'.es (,f the 
trouble knew that a -.•iiall spark would 
change peace to war. At 7 o'clock, the 
time for the commencement of work at 
the Brown works, 150 men hod entered 
the various shops. They were all non- 
unionists and the unio:i men daiiuefl 
that not one of their number had 1 — ri- 
t'd the cause 

On every street within a r.-idius of 
nearly a mile of tlie plant both soldiers 
and lockeil-out men jiatroUi.'d the side- 
walks. Many of flie -oldiers were doubly 
armed, wearing belts and revolvers us 
well as carrying guns. A number of 
the loeked-out men also carrie l guns. 

It was given out by flie physicians at 
the .St. Clair hospital that "Prinz, the 
man who was shot near the Browu 
works Saturday, was still in a critical 
coiiditiou and that his i-huiices of recov- 
ery were about one in a thousand. 

Ever since the shooting of Prinz there 
have been ominous mutterings by the 
men as to what they will do should 
Prinz die. A second committee of 
locked-out men has been at work for 
several days investigating the shooting 
and trying to fix the blame for it. 

The committee reported that to the 
best of its knowledge a man named 
Harris, his first name being unknown, 
living on the West Side, fired the shot 
whitm pierced Prinz's body. He has 
not been in the city since, and attempts 
to find him have wen unavailing. It is 
the purpose of the men, if they can 
prove the shooting against Hanis, to 
have a warrant issued for his arrest on, 
tlie charge of shooting with intent to 
kill, to be changed to a more serious 
charge in case Prinz dies. 

It IS not likely that sympathetic strike 
will be ordered. Eight of the leaders of 
the central labor organization, all re]>ie- 
seuting different trades, were inter- 
viewd yesterday afternoon and all but 
two of them expressed themselves as 
opposed to such a strike, declaring tliat 
it would be trnvrise and c<juld ii< t b* ne- 
fit the Brown strikers. The question 
will probably be settled at the meeting 
tonight.
